The invention is directed to the inhibition, reduction or treatment of prostate cancer through the administration of 
a PLA 2 inhibitor, wherein the prostate cancer cells are androgen independent prostate cancer cells, and the PLA 2 
can be cPLA 2 „a, sPLA 2 -HA inhibitor or a conformational^ constrained molecule derived from a peptide 
consisting of amino acid residues 70-74 of a human s PLA 2 -HA protein, or the equivalent residues in other 
sPLA 2 proteins. . The method of detecting prostate cancer or a metastases comprising the determination of PLA 2 
mRNA or polypeptide expressed in a test sample, and comparing the level of the PLA 2 mRNA or polypeptide, 
with that of a normal or healthy individual is defined in claims 12 and 13. Claim 14, further defines a method of 
assessing the predisposition of a subject to prostate cancer by determining the presence of a polymorphism or an 
epigenetic change in a PLA 2 gene of the subject. 

Dl teaches a method or diagnosing and treating cancers such as prostate cancer and benign prostate hyperplasia, 
by the binding and inhibition of PLA 2 .This is carried out using PLA 2 antagonist like antibodies, small molecules 
or fragments that are related to the binding molecules of PLA 2 and an antisense construct etc. Dl discloses 
methods of detecting levels of PLA 2 protein, or PLA 2 mRNA in cells using common assay techniques, for 
example, ELISA, PT-PCR western blots etc. 

D2 similarly, discloses a method for diagnosing , treating, and monitoring progression, remission or recurrence 
of abnormal cell growth, prostate cancer in particular, through the provision of PLA 2 inhibitors. Measurements 
of PL A 2 mRNA or polypeptides through the comparisons of test samples using conventional assay methods are 
also taught. 

D3 teaches a composition for the prevention or treatment of cancer, including prostate cancer comprising type-X 
sPLA 2 inhibitor. D4 discloses that treatment of DU-145 and PC-3 prostate tumour cells, with PLA 2 inhibitor, 4- 
bromophenacyl bromide, inhibited cell invasiveness of both cell lines. Treatment of DU-145 with quinacrine, 
another PLA 2 inhibitor, similarly inhibited cell invasion through Matrigel. D5 discloses quinacrine as an inhibitor 
• of phospholipase A 2 action that is used with paclitaxel against prostate cancer cells. 

Claims 1-5, 12 and 13 are not considered to be novel, in view of the disclosures of the prior art cited above.
